as he had escaped

Shella- 
barger plant were a week ago yester- 
nay, when during less than ten hours 
S38 loads were received. This means 
that *or the ten hours one load was 
dumped ever two minutes and a half 
^B« amount received in bushels was 
about 13,000.

papers say that 'she married Thomas

They do not tell any of the other his- 
tory, however, that -is familiar to tha 
people who knew them in Decatur. 


Perry was rather distinguished in 
his appearance. 
Those who did not 


know his name will perhaps remember 
the man of military cut who was seen 
most bften in the neighborhood of the 
court house. 
Perry was always at-

ish tilt to one side.

gray, his eyes .-were keen and had a 
merry twlnkl?.. 
No one ever

pected it but Perry'was sly.

he turned up missing and.hia wife did 
not know where he was.

time the widow Hollenbeck 
disap- 


peared. 
Later it developed that they 
had gone away together. 
After an ab- 


sence of three years, during which 
time Mrs. Perry had either died or se- 
cured a divorce. Perry and his new 
wife returned to Decatur. 
At once 


they sought to'fraternize with the G. 
A. R. and W. R. C., but were' given the 
cold shoulder1. 
They made the com- 


plaint to the commander of the de- 
partment of, Illinois of the G. A:. R. and 
he asked some of his Intimates here 
what was the trouble. 
He learned 
the facts. 
Soon after that the, couple 


again left Decatur and'the people here 
had quite lost track of them until news 
of the death of |he woman at Lincoln

THE FIRE DRILL IN SCHOOLS. 
The decision of the school authorities 


to institute the fire drill is wise and 
may avoid a serious disaster at some 
time. 
On Wednesday at Salt Lake 


City 750 children were marched out of 
a school building in one minute and 
fifteen seconds. 
"The alarm of fire 


was given and the three-story build- 
ing was emptied so easily and quickly 
that no possible danger could Have en- 
sued. 
This was possible only because 


the children were trained, to order and 
obedience. The fire did little damage. A 
panic would almost-surely have follow- 
ed had not the fire drill prepared for 
this emergency. No one can estimate 
the loss of life which might easily have 
resulted from the cry of "fire," had 
there been no previous drill. More -lives 
are lost in the mad ruah for safety than 
from the fire Itself.

General Longstreet's record in the

Bull Run.- ' He" wasi 'In the thick of the 
fight at Fredericksburg and at Gettys- 
burg.

Decutur was started for a'ions time 


before Mrs. Dennis saw the .place. Her 
first visit was wjjen she was fifteen 
years old.

Made Own Clothes.

Before that visit to Decatur Mrs. 


Dennis says that her mother made all 
the clotHea. for; the. children. .Cotton 
which had, been grown by the family 
in Tennessee was tried in this county. 
It did not-grow very well here but the 
product was used 
to make cotton 


clothes. Later sheep were bought and 
the raw wool was converted 
Into 


doth and made into clothing for-the 
whole family, the mother of the fam- 
ily being able to weave and spin. Shoes 
(Were also made by hand. Before leav- 
ing Tennessee Mr. Baker made a new 
pa'ir of shoes for every .one of His chil- 
dren and then brought enough; leather 
for another, pair. One winter all of the 
children's shoes were worn out arid 
there was no more leather and the Jlt- 
'tle ones wore heavy woolen stocking 
and were shod with buckskin mocca- 
sins which they wore about the house 
biit they could not BO outside because 
of the lack of shoes.

The -knowledge of carpenter; work 


was a great help to trie father and 
uncle of Mrs. Dennis. They were able 
to do their own building and after the 
log huts became too""'smail-Ihey built 
better houses.

were very plain. The chimneys were 
made of sticks and mudr and the ojily 
way of heating and cooking was by 
using a big fireplace,

Th« Big Snow, 


Mrs. Dennis is one of, the residents 


of Decatur who remembers what Is 
now called "The Big Snow." She says 
she remembers it as occurring about 
Christmas tirrie many years ago.. Her 
father and uhcle Had Just, returned 
home from the mllj where they went 
to have their corn Aground when .the 
snow began. The next morning when 
the door of the.log cabin w.-is opened 
the snow blew in. Mrs1.-Dennis sa.v"= 
that as she peeked out .of the trundle 
bed In which she was sleeping with 
her brother she 
thought It strange 


that there .was so much'.snow. It kept 
on falling until the sno>v was three 
feet, deep on the level and it drlftecV 
hlgh over the fences: There cam'" a 
crust over the top s,o that men could 
walk about without breaking through. 


.Gradual Change. 


As trie .community 
became more 


settled and the little village of Decatur 
was started, there 
came . .a 
gradual 
qhange. More settlers took up .lari.d, 
better houses were, .built,.....the 
town 


Increased !n size,and civilization crept 
over the county. Mrs. Deniiis says that 
she has seen It all come, but. that the 
charfges were so gradual1.that she can- 
not mark the different steps. She. S|lm;- 
ply lived and the community grew up 
about her and she, now .finds herself 
the resident of a good sized, prosper- 
ous city surrounded by well drained, 
rich farming land.

Veterans 6f the Civil War 


Dk-. S. J. Bumstead in one of the old 


soldiers ot Decatur who served for a 
lopg time in the Civil war as a sur- 
geon in the Union army. He went into 
the array -as a sergeant and came out 
as, a surgedn. 
v 


When the war broke oat Dr Bum- 
stcad was living at Pekin, III., and had 
iust graduated In medicine He was 
anxious to.;,enter the army: as a1 sur- 
geph but it was impossible for him 
to secure a commission at that time 
so he enlisted as a fighting man Au- 
gust 8, 1862, he became a member of 
Company B, lOSth Illinois Infantry He 
iv as made second sergeant and with 
the company went into camp'at Peo- 
ria. John Warner who was several 
times mayor of Peoria, was the colonel 
of the regiment and later Charles 
Tur.r>er of Pekin was the colonel. 


The legiment WHS first sent acioss 


he country • with other forces to. meet 
itirhy Smith of the Confederate army 
who, was tov besiege ' Cincinnati. The 
e'giment of which Dr. Bumstead was a 
member was part of the force under 
3enera' A J 
Smltti which followed 


Kirby Smith .through Kentucky. ..Dr. 
Bumstead says that 
he 
thinks he- 


marched all over the state of Ken- 
tucky and carried a»musket, a parti- 
cularly heavy knapsack anfl a pair of 
boots over his shoulder. 
Finally the regiment 
got int^b the 


Vicksburg campaign. 
Dr..- Burnstead 


succeeded In securing a ' position In 
the medical department. During 'the 
winter of 1862-63 an unsuccessful trip: 
was made up the Yazoo and later Dr. 
Bumstead went with the ai;my up the 
Arkansas river to Arkansas Post where 
6000 men were captured. The doctor 
returned to the .vicinity of Vlcksburg 
and* there' It was found' one of the 
regfrncnts was left without ft medical 
officer. Dr. Sparks, the brigade sur- 
geon, made . this known at headquar- 
ters, and Dr. Bumstead was put In 
charge of the 131st Illinois infantry. 
He was still only a sergeant. He startr 
eel In as the medical officer of the 
regiment at a bad time for In less than 
a month s'miall' pox broke out. 


The regiment was 
hurried away 


from the rest of 'the army and sent to 
Memphis. There the men were treated 
and those who ha<J not taken the dis- 
ease were Vacclnafed. 
Dr. Bumstead 


worked with the smallpox patients but 
managed tt> escape contracting the dis- 
ease himself. The' regiment was nursed 
back to ;tiorrn'al health--find then sent 
to Vlcksburg again and was station- 
ed at a point opposite the city. The 
surrender of the city followed "a few 
days after the regiment reached there. 


About this time Dr. Bumstead 're- 


ceived permission to go to Chicago to 
appear before the medical bpard for 
examination. This he successfully .pass- 
ed and he was given a position,as as- 
sistant surge&n with the tank of first 
lieutenant He was with his regiment 
for; several months in Kentucky and 
in the fall went down the rlveit again 
to Vlcksburg; 
The regiment .having 


grown smaller It was United- with the 
29th Illinois Infantry .which -bade ah 
organization of over 1,000 men. In this 
regiment there were three medical of- 
ficers and Dr. Bumstead was- one of 
them. 


At Vlcksburg the doctor became 111. 


Hejiad a severe attack of rheumatism 
and; for two months and a half he was 


in the military hospital among strang- 
ers. There was not a man In the hos- 
pital who had been h'la comrade or 
with whom he wasj acquainted. -As • he 
recovered the doctor was placed on 
duty as a ward surgeon In the Vlcks- 
burg hospital and geveral months< later 
the post surgeon at Vlcksburg was 
without nn assistant Jind Dr. Bumstead 
iv as given the place He was placed 
in charge of the military pilsons It 
was then thai? Dr. Bumstead met Dr. J. 
S. King of Deoatur. They became quite, 
good friends and after the war when 
Dr ,Bumstead came to . Dgeatur with 


Dr. 3. tl. Bumstuaci. 


a view of locating one of the first 
men he nie't was Dr. King. Now they 
have offices In the same building. 


The doctor was on duty at Vlcks-. 


burg tor about a year and be Kays he 
had same (Jueer. experiences While at- 
tending the men. In the prisons. He 
teils of one Incident when a Confeder- 
ate prisoner was ordered to do some 
work about the prison. He refused and 
was ordered again, and this time at 
the point of a bayonet, to work. The 
man said he would not work,, for. the 
Union and picking up a hatchet which 
was being.used by carpenters who 
were making repairs Jie chopped off 


one hand rather than work for th* 
Federal government. 
Early In the winter or1866 Dr. Bum- 


stead wept to Natchez with bis regi- 
ment and then to New Orleans. The 
men were put on boat* and taken to 
Dauphin Island where the force* wfra 
gathered and ifter several" week* tBo 
soldiers were transported to the east 
!=lde-of Mobile Bay and marched to the 
defenses about Mobile. It took a week 
to make the march and then came the 
fart iof Spanish Fort and following 
that battle the fall of Fort Blakely. It 
was during the siege of Mobile that 
•Dr. Bumstead hod several close calls > 
for his lite ana had .a good deal to do 
in the way of Mjirglcal work. After fine 
t too ps entered I Mobile Dr. Bum»te«4 
went with a detachment up the river 
to Montgomery, Ala., and then back to 
Mobile. Later the 2»th Illinois, wa* 
ordereB to Galveston, Texas. 
They 


went to Galveston In vessels and had 4 
stormy passaga and for several days 
thought that they would b« lost before 
reaching land. On July, 4, 1865, they 
had a big parade,on-the beach in front 
of Galveston and the doctor says that 
was the hottest day he ever experi- 
enced. The only relief the men got 
from the heat was an occasional dip 
in the water when they got a chance.

points in Texas to 
preserve order 


among those who were still fighting. 
Frequently the doctor would be called 
upon to give surgical attention to men 
who had been Injured In feud flghw 
and some of these took place In Wash- 
ington county, which since the war 
became famouw for feuds. 


Dr. Bumsteud had about $1,500 -In 


his possession and he wanted to en* 
sage In a business enterprise with 
some of the other officers. Their Idea, 
was to go to the western part of Te»n* 
and buy cattle and drive them to-9k 
Louis where they could be sold at a 
great advance but they were not al^ 
lowed to remain Iri Texas unless they 
made affidavit that they Intended to 
make that state their home. The doc- 
tor did not want to live In Texas so 
he- came north with his regiment and 
was mustered out at Springfield Nov. 
30 18*5.

months while In service he has nev«r 
drawn a pension. 
Dr. Bumstea'l was born June 13, 1841 


nt Philadelphia. He was the son ot 
Rev. S. A. Bumstead, a minister In 
the Dutch Reform church. The doctor 
came to Pekin in 1865 and graduated 
In medicine just before the war. AS 
that time his father was at Rarltan. 
Ill Dr. Bumstead's sister was married 
to a. southern gentleman who was a 
quartermaster In Lee's army. During 
the war the doctor managed to send 
letters to and receive word from hi* 
sister W getting the messages through 
the lines but he did not see her at any 
time during the war 
After the war 


the doctor was married to Miss Baran 
B. Selweil. In 1872-73 the 'doctor and 
his wife were In Europe and he studied 
at the Vienna university. They return- 
ed to Pekin and resided there untH 
1877 when they came to Decatur and 
lii this city the doctor has since/ been 
practicing. Dr. and 
Mrs. Bumstead 


have two sons. Harry Bumstead, pro- 
fessor at Tale college and Dr. Charles 
Bumstead, who practices medicine, ftt 
Montlcello.

Seattle, Wash., Jan 9—A special from 


Port Townsend states that fifty lives 
are believed to have been lost In the 
sinking of the »tea met Clallnm in a 
' storm this morning while crossing the 
straits of Juan de f'ucu. The terrible 
fury of the storm was attested by the 
fact that not a woman or child of all 
those aboard have lived to tell the tale

Word cam'e from Victoria 
of the 


Clnilam's predicament and 
a fleet of 


poweiful tugs was dispatched to ren- 
der assistance 


The Richard Holyoke was the first 
to reach the Clallam which had by 
this time careened partly over from 
the Iniush of water which had put the 
engines out of commission. The Holy- 
oke succeeded in getting 
a 
hawser 


aboard with which she started to tow 
the 'Clallam to safety. 
The Clsllam 
took a heavy lurch and those remain- 
Ing on board were compelled to climb 
up the side to safety, finally reaching 
the roof of the pilot house. 
W. H Grimes, Redmond Washing- 


ton, 
aboard the Clallam, bound from 
Victoria, telling the story ot the dis- 
aster said the weather had been lough 
but there war no suspicion of danger 
until he heard some one .forward In- 
quhing about lif£ preservers. He in- 
vestigated and leained that a port had 
been stove In and that the Clallam was 
making watei rapidly 


Boats Capsized. 


"Boats were promptly manned and 


launched," said Grimes, "and women 
nnd children ind such passengers as 
desired to leave 
were 
placed in 
them, competent 
crews 
being 
in 
charge. The boats made off fiom the 
steamer safely, but one after another 
capsized and we wore helpless to ren- 
der them any assistance 
They sim- 


ply di owned before our eyes Meantime 
the cicw and passengers were biisy 
bailing and tryirtg to atop the- leak, 
but without success 
The bailing was 


kept up, however, <md scoff we were 
overjoyed to leun that a big tug had 
hold of ua 
The tow boat started and 


made pretty good progress until it 
became appatent she was 
careening 


under us and then 'ill hands went on 
dei-k find as the ill fated packet listed 


we gradually crawled up on Jjer ex-, 
posed side from whence the brave fel- 
lows from the Holyofe' rescued most 
of us." 
The Clallam left Port Towjisend for 


Victoria af noon. 
Within sight of 
her destination a huge sea overwhelm- 
ed the steamer, smashing in her dead- 
lights and flooding her hold with wa- 
ter, extinguishing the fires beneath her 
boilers and placing her at the mercy 
of the howling gale. All this happen- 
ed yesterday afternoon. 
Struggle to Save Boat, 
Bravely the officers and crew of the 
hapless hulk worked to save the boat 
and those aboard but 
in vain 
The 
Clallam could not stand the terrific 
onslaught of the seas that raced in 
mountain high from the ocean and 
just before darkness began to fall, it 
was decided to make an attempt to 
save the passengers at least by the 
boats. 
Two boats were launched The first 


contained women and children 
and 
Captain Lawrence and three , of the 
crew. The boat was overwhelmed 600 
feet from the Clallam and not a hand 
could be raised to aid those aboard. 


Same Fate. 


The second boat rowed away Into 


the darkness. 
On board the Clallam 
men were seen as waves tore them 
from the boats but later the boat was 
etlll afloat. The third boat, containing 
only men, was swamped in launching. 


Went to the Bottom. 
From that noint, members of the 
crew and passengers remaining aboard 
devoted themselves to trying to save 
the vessel 
They were about to resign 


themselves to their fate 
when 
the 
Richard HolyokP, 
one 
of stx tugs, 


which had been sent to the 
rescue 


ftom Port Townsend, hove in sight. A 
line was thrown aboard the tug, and 
with her tow she started 
for 
Port 


Townsend She made fair 
progress 


but the hull of the Clallam began to 
give way before the- terrific assaults 
of the waves. 
At 12 30 the Clallam went on her 


beam ends and began sinking rapidly 
Half an hour later she aettled.and the 
tow lines were cut, and the vessel 
lurched and disappeared beneath the 
waves. Nearly all those aboard when 
the tug arrived, 
were rescued and 


bi ought to Seattle tonight. 


The Tug Is Blamed. 


Charles G Bennett, of San Fran- 
c'sco, a surviving passenger, to'd of 
the loss of three life boats with all 
aboard. 
He says when the tug Hol- 


yoke took hold it was with a line more 
than a mile long, that no response was 
made to tMoir signals when It became 
evident that the Clallam was doomed, 
and that those aboard were obliged to 
lump into the sea with life preservers. 
Bennett claims it was through the 
failure of the Holyoke to respond to 
signals that the greatest loss of life 
occurred. 
He, with half a dozen oth- 


ei s, secured a life raft, and after cling- 
ing to this for half an hour the tug 


Sea Lion came alongside and rescued 
them.

confirmed by another passenger, Isaac

FAMOUS EX-CONFEDERATE DIED 


LAST NIGHT AT HIS WINTER 


HOME. 


LAST OF GREAT GENERALS 


Who Led the Armies of tne South—He 


Was Distinguished Alike in War 


and in Peace. 


Atlanta, Ga, Jan. 9—Lieut. Gen. 
John Brown Gordon died at his winter 
home near Miami, Fla., tonight aged 
71 years. 


He enlisted as a private In the con- 


fedeiate army in 1861. His promotion 
was so rapid that in November, 1862, 
he -was commissioned brigadier gen- 
eral He was one of the most noted 
confederate commanders, 
and when 


the- war ended advised his men to go 
home in peace, obey the laws and re- 
build the wasted country. He 
was 
elected senator in 1873, resigning in 
1880 
to- engage in the building of the 


Georgia Pacific railroad. He was el- 
ected governor of Georgia in 
1886-8, 


and re-entered the 
senate 
in 1890. 


Since his retirement from political ac- 
tivity he has devoted much of his time 
to lecturing. He has been command- 
er-in-chlef»pf the Confederate Veter- 
ans since its organization.

TESTIMONY IS VOLUMINOUS 


And In Printed Form Is Now In the 


Hands of tho Senators for 


Their Consideration. 


Washington, Jan. 9—Printed copies 


of the testimony offered at the.ne,°;." 
ings of the General Wood case before 
the senate committee on military af- 
fairs has been furnished all the sen- 
ators. 
It covers 899 printed 
pages. 
The senators afe digesting the tes- 
timony preparatory to the opening or. 
a. contest over the confirmation 
of 


Wood's nomination, which promises to 
become one of the most notable in tne 
history of the senate. 
An examination of the evidence falls 


to disclose any important testimony 
having a specific 
bearing »n 
the 
charges against Wood that has not 
been published during the hearings 


One matter made clearer Is. the con- 


versation, regarding Wood's .presence 
at the battle of San Juan, which con- 
versation General Wilson said he had 
with the president. 
Wilson claimed 


that Wood was not at the battle and 
that he so Informed the president, then 
governor of New York. 
This was 


lefuted by Secretary Root when he 
went on the stand a few days later, 
when he stated that Wood not only 
was at the batle of San Juan, but that 
his division commander had reported 
him for conspicuous bravery for handl- 
ing his troops so well that he desired 
to recomend him for promotion. 


Gen Wilson In his testimony also 


recounted the conversation that he 
had with Governor Roosevelt regard- 
Ing the presence of General Wood at 
San Juan. 
In this conversation Wil- 


son said he informed the governor that 
in, the Spanish war Wood was neve* 
in but one battle and that was at Las 
Guaslmas, where, but for his rescues 
and support by the colored troops, he 
would have been badly handled. Wil- 
son quoted Roosevelt as Baying 
he 


(Wood) was at San Juan. 
Wilson 


contradicted this statement, 
saying: 


"You 
know that he was in the rear 


looking for ammunition." 
According 


to the witness Roosevelt replied, "Yes, 
but do not tell anybody." 
Secretary Root in his testimony re- 


ferred to this alleged 
conversation, 


s&ylng 
"The president informs me 
that General Wilson is mistaken and 
that no such conversation regarding 
General Wood's presence at the San 
Juan fight that day ever took place 
between him and General Wilson."

Balcony Exits Barred and Locked According to Testimony ol 


the Head Usher. 


Chicago, Jan. 9—It was discovered 
today that two Iron gates, the exist- 
ence of which has not been known to 
the public played a deadly part In the 
destruction of life in the Ill-fated Iro- 
quois thaler. 
Today 
Georgt N. 
Dusenbeiry, head usher of the theater, 
aOmitted under oath to ifctre Inspector 
Fulkerson that these gates were placed 
one across an exit from the first bal- 
cony and another across the exit from 
the second balcony. Both were locked 
securely with padlocks and were never 
at any performance Unlocked until af- 
ter the second act of the pllay. 
On 


the day of the tire the second act had 
not been completed when the catas- 
trophe occurred and the gates were 
still standing.

Couldn't Batter Them Dov/n. 
They were so strong that the fire- 


men were not able to batter them down 
with axes after the fire, anu to the 
frenzied people who sought 
safety 
through those exits, they Were abso- 
lutely impossib'e. He said the gates 
were kept locked upon orders 
of

That Is, our banker 


was induced to invest too much of the 
bank funds in mining 
stocks

Mr. Suttle having been 
connected 


with the bank, but not actively for 
some time, was apprised of its condi- 
tion and came to Its rescue, and with 
some assistance from J. M. Randolph 
settled all its financial obligations In 
an honorable way, though it took more 
than $100,000 to do BO. 
Our former banket, G. A. Randolph, 


was a general favorite with everybody 
who had business at the bank, and no- 
body thinks he did 
an 
Intentional 


wrong, but was induced by gold mine 
sharks to oven each good judgment, or 
In other words, to Invest bank money 
In speculation, hence 
trouble and a 


change. 
Mr. Williams of Kenney, is 


now In charge of the bank. He Is a 
pleasant and business-like gentleman. 
He expects to move Into the Randolph 
house as soon as vacated." 


Cashier Calls. 


Guy Randolph was a caller at the 
Herald office last night and exhibited 
a copy of the Wanensburg paper and 
protested that that sheet had gone out 
of the newspaper field and 
printed 


something that did not 
concern the 


ptibllc and did concern only the men 
who owned the bank 
He , admitted 
that the statements In the Times were 
in the main correct, but Insisted that 
It was not the business of anyone out- 
side of the bank. 
The stories afloat are to the effect 
that while cashier of the bank, Guy 
Randolph either 
loaned 
money on 
property that failed to piove good se- 
curity, or that he personally invested 
In such property with funds 
in the 


bank. 


Some Traniaotions 


It has been said that he Issued to 
persons interested with him In these 
speculations, certificates of deposit 
for various sums until the total reach- 
ed $100,000, while as 4 matter of fact 
the person to whom they were Issued 
had no money in that Institution. Be- 
ing regularly Issued these certificates 
were always accepted 
at the other 


banks when presented. 
All of these 


certificates have been protected upon 
prsentation and it was because of that 
fact that the idea first prevailed that 
perhaps there would never be anything 
in print about the affair. 
It was on 
that theory that Former Cashier Ran- 
dolph protested last night that it was 
the business of only the men who put 
up the money. The ex-cashier did not 
go into details but he said that the 
bank had lost $100,000 
He did not say 
that he had personally invested or used 
the bank money. When asked to make 
some sort of a detailed statement he 
said that he wanted time to think over 
that suggestion, which he said was a 
good one. He said that he was about 
to depart for the Indian Territory and 
that perhaps he would make such a 
statement upon his return In about 
ten days. Mn Randolph admitted, In 
response to pointed questions, that the 
unfortunate Investments were In part 
at least, in Colorado mines. 


Rumors of Suit. 
There have been rumors that there 


would be some law suits, criminal and 
civil, growing out of this affair, and 
time will develop, perhaps 
soon, if 


there is any truth in such stories. 
It is said that the men who came to 


the rescue of the Institution did so at 
an expense of $50,000. The fact that 
they were able to put up that much 
cash without being crippled 
is not 


likely to make them any more willing 
to submit. In t^eir behalf attorneys 
have been investigating some of the 
affairs which led to this misuse of the 
bank money. 


Suttle the Savior. 
The man who came to the rescue of 
the bank, or rather who saved the de- 
positors any loss, was H. C. Suttle, 
the Kenney banker, a man of 
much 


wealtffi 
He was one of the partners 
in the bank when It was established 
several years ago. It is said that as 
much as two years: ago Mr, Suttle sold 
his Interest there to J. Mi Randolph, 
the father of the former cashier, Guy 
Randolph. But while the dissolution 
of co-partnership was made in good 
faith*'and before the speculation had 
commenced In Colorado mines. It was 
not according to the forms of law and 
when the shortage In the bank's funds 
to the amount of T 100,000 was discov- 
ered, and the elder Randolph, though 
willing to surrender everything he had 
to make up the deficiency, - did not 
have enough, Mr. Suttle wa* informed 
that he too, was liable aa a partner 
In the firm of Randolph & Co., for the 
reason that the dissolution was not 
according to the form* of law. 
There 
had never been any formal and legal 
notice of the dissolution which: bad oc- 
curred nearly two years before. It la 
perhaps the suspicion that Mr. Suttle 
does not care to be a good fellow to the 
extent of $50,000, thai gives rise to the 
rumors that some of these afuini will 
be aired In the court* before the final 
settlement is made.

In speaking of the affair* of the bank 
last night Mr. Randolph »ald that Per- 
cy1 Sullivan and Will Lewi* were the 
promoter* of tne gold mine Investment. 
He aaid one "remained aiid the other 
laM down on them." When questioned 
further rhe raid that Bulllvan wa* here 
and that Lewt* had quit. In wgard to 
Lewi* he wa* not very explicit, except 
that ae seemed to Mam* htm nor* 
than any on* *!MK

-The latter company 
owned the ground.

Randolph 


made a loan to the Commonwealth 
company as r understand It, and the 
transaction was made with Mr. Lew- 
Is. 
It seems that the loan was never 


paid back and the stock of the Com- 
monwealth fell Into the hands of Mr. 
Randolph for the money he loaned 
him. I could not say as to the amounts 
loaned by Mr. Randolph. 
The stork 


of course carried with It the ground 
at Cripple Creek so that Mr. Randolph 
was practkally the 
owner of 
the 


ground. 
It did not pan out very well 


01 at least Mr. Randolph became dis- 
hatlsfled with the transaction he made 
and he and Mr. Lewis had some mis- 
understanding. 
At any rate when he 


left here about a year ago Mt. Lewis 
and Mr. Randolph were not on the 
best of terms.

"Mr. Randolph I think, had only a 


very small amount of stock In the Star 
Gold Mining Company, but he owned 
the controlling interest In the Com-

some transactions, I believe, but they 
were in the course of the arrangement 
o£ affairs which I had attempted.

Project For Elevating the City of 


E 


VER since the great storm of' 1900 


in which the city of Qalveston 
lost over 5,000 of her people and 
$40,000,000 worth 'of property 


. the bustling Texas port has been 


astonishing the world by a display of 
recuperative energy. Today the city 
Is fairer and greater than It was before 
wind and wave combined to deal it 
such a crushing blow. Best of all, it 
is taking precautlonH to prevent the 
repetition of the horror of 1900, and in 
these precautions Is Involved an engi- 
neering work both unique and daring. 
Briefly, It is proposed to raise the level 
of a large portion of the city's area to 
such a height that, re-enforced by a 
huge sea wall now nearing completion, 
tidal waves may come and. go without 
endangering the lives of the people of 
Galveslon. And this work, be it noted, 
Is to be carried on without Interfering 
in any way with the Commerce or traf- 
fic of the city. Such a condition would 
seem to present an Insuperable difficul- 
ty, especially since the proposed level 
will In places be seventeen or eighteen 
feet higher than the present level, the 
average Increased height being between 
•even and eight feet. 
Apart from other considerations, the 


'construction of the sea wall in Itsel 
makes elevation of the city's level i 
necessity. Rising to a height of sev 
enteen feet above the shore level, i 
wJll serve as a buffer to the angry gulf 
but It will also put the territory behind 


. it Into a basin, offering vexatious prob 


lems of drainage and seweruge, to saj 
nothing of the fact that should a recon 
breaking tidal wave develop, the sea 
wall, preventing the recession of th 
water, would become a positive men 
ace, forming a lake unless the elevation 
were raised. The question of how thl 
should be done has been puzzling th 
brains of many engineers for months 
tentative solutions being confronte 
with unanswerable objections. 
Now 


however, a solution meeting every ob 
jection has been devised by a Ne\ 
York engineer, Llndon W. Bates, actln 
for Qoedhart brothers of Dusseldor 
Germany, and, their bid having bee 
' accepted by'the Galveston grade rals 


Ing commission, it is stated that work 
upon the project will be begun within 
a very short time. 
The great difficulty from the con- 
tractors' standpoint has'been where to 
get the material for filling In and. how 
to distribute It cheaply enough to allow 
a profit. It was at first suggested to 
utilize self loading hopper dredges to 
carry sand to distributing stations on 
the sea front or bay front, but the ob- 
jections to this were that the. wave mo- 
tion on the sea front, and the danger 
from storms would render such a 
•cheme Impracticable. If .was. also said 


nomlcallyand expeditious*. Bondsto 
the amount of J2.000.000 have been. yot- 
ad by the state to supplement the city s 
funds for the immense undertaking. 


The portion of the city to be thus re- 


graded la that which suffered most se- 
veTely from the storm of 1900. Galves- 
ton is located upon the eastern end of 
an Island of the same name about three 
miles wide by thirty-one miles long and 
boasting a bay'that Is rated one of the 
safest harbors along the gulf or At- 
lantic seaboard; 
More than- one-hair 


of the city was submerged to a height 
of 1G.7 feet above mean low water by 
the flood that swept In from the. gulf. 
This same section had already suffered 
more or less severely by several great 
storms, notably In the years 1834, 18S7,

that If the.filling were distributed from 
the bay front It would be impossible to 
prevent a hindrance to traffic. Various 
other suggestions were advanced and 
dismissed. 
Then Mr. Bates hit upon 


the idea of digging a distributing canal 
parallel to and Just inside of the sea 
wall. This not only met all objections, 
but offered some decided advantages. 


In the flrst 'place, the material for 


filling would be taken from the chan- 
nels and navigable waters of the bay, 
deepening them to the benefit of ship- 
ping, an Improvement worth, according 
to Mr. Bates.'at least $1,600,000. Then, 
again, the material excavated from the 
canal could be used to re-enforce the 
sea wall from the land side, the outer 
beach would not be disturbed, the filler 
could be distributed without an intri- 
cate relay system and consequent .dis- 
turbance to business and, finally, large 
modern hydraulic dredges could be 
utilized. The work will be accomplish- 
ed, by hydraulic pressure, powerful ma- 


chines pumping .a .mixture of sand and 
water Into the area to be elevated, the 
water draining back Into the-' canal 
through pipes.' It' 'is "estimated that 
over 11,000,000 cubic yards of filling 


will have to be dredged, carries' *nd de- 
posited over, an area ol .about two 
square miles, and Mr> Bates Is confi- 
dent that the'system'he nas' devised 
will permit the work to bis d0ne eco- 


1S47,1864, 1867, 1875 and ;1S86,,but these 
had not approached in severity the-In- 
undation of 1900. 
It was - at .first 


bought that ;the city would have to be 
abandoned, but the citizens refused to 
surrender to tfte elements. Then came 
the *onceptlon of the sea wall, the first 
step In the present undertaking. When 
completed, this wall will sweep about 
three sides of the city, for a distance of 
over three, miles—17,593 feet, to be ex- 
act—from the bay front on the east end 
of the Island-to the. gulf and along the 
gulf shore to a polnt.beyond the United 
States forts. 
As was said, It will be seventeen 


feet high. 
At the bottom it will be 


sixteen feet and; at the top five feet 
wide, curving as It rises so as to be 
vertical at the summit, giving obstrep- 
erous waves an upward direction and 
in large measure preventing them fron 
running up and over the embankmen 


beyond. The .Uase, of the .wall .will be 
protected by sheet piling- and riprap 
The sheet piling is heavy Umber driven 
In a straight lino outside the round pil- 
ing of the wall and resting on'the clay 
stratum beneath the beach, while the 
riprap consists of large pieces of gran- 
ite piled promiscuously In front of the 
wall and extending into the gulf for a 
distance of nearly thirty feet from the 
-wall. The walj.Itself Is being built of 
granite concrete and rests on a founda- 
tion of the same concrete. When com- 
pleted, at a coat of about Jl,500,000, it 
will be not only useful, but ornamental, 
and its appearance will be enhanced by 
a broad, paved driveway and sidewalk, 
which it is proposed to construct Imme- 
diately back of It and on a^level with 
Ita top, while behind the driveway, 
again, a strip alxiy feet wide will be 
sowed with Bermuda' grass. Seen from 
the deck/ of an approaching vessel, the 
prospect should be very, attractive. 


But thin part of the .work will neces- 


sarily be delayed by feason of Mr. 
Bates' canal Idea. That thla gentle- 
man is well equipped to tope with the 
great difficulties that 'will assuredly 
confront him is evlnced/by a glance at 
his record. Although yet In the forties, 
Ar. Bates Is widely known In the engi- 
neering world, having been connected 
with many big undertakings. A sec- 
tion of the Chicago drainage canal was 
dredged under his supervision; he has 
served as constructing engineer and 
manager of several railway dock and 
terminal enterprises; the Suez canal 
company has: enliated his services; the 
Belgian government has employed him 
as consulting engmeer In connection 
with projects for the port of Antwerp; 
le has been of assistance to the Rus- 
sian government In work on the Volga, 
Dnieper and Bug rivers, and, in collab- 
oration with engineers designated by 
the governments of Russia, Germany, 
Austria and Belgium, he has prepared a 
project for the. Improvement of the 
?ort of Shanghai. For other • services 
Mr. Bates has beeri. decorated by the 
French government. It is stated that 
the whole of the engineering work en- 
tailed in the Galveston-grade raising 
scheme will devolve upon him.

Lancaster castle, .England, bears mute but eloquent testimony to the cruel 
treatment meted out to criminals convicted of even slight offenses In tb» 
"good old times" of a century ago. When a prisoner was condemned he had 
to undergo branding in addition to his term of Imprisonment, and the cruel 
Instruments with which the branding was effected are yet hanging In the dock 
of the 'crown court at Lancaster castle. The prisoner's hand was- locked in the 
"holdfast," as shown In the Illustration, while the jailer, taking the long, hot 
Iron (seen hanging on the right), pressed the end ot It to the prisoner's thumb, 
branding him with an M to. let all the world know that he was a' malefactor. 
It is Just a century since this barbarous punishment was last Inflicted. 


Herewith Is reproduced the latest portrait of Edhem Pasha, who as com- 


mander in chief of the Ottoman army to the Greco-Turkish war of 1897 at- 
tracted wide attention by his skillful handling of the troop* of his command. 
He mobilized 55,000 troops in three weeks, defeated the Greeks at the Matana 
pass and entered Larlssa. Born In 1861, he first attracted the favorable atten- 
tWof the poH<* dining the siege of Plevna In the Turko-Russian war. and 
thereafter his promotion was rapid. He Is a stranger to fear, and his soldier* 
4ub him the "Jollx-old pasha," but for all that he Is s, typical Turk, especially 
when it comeit to dealing with Insurgents.
